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Attached is an enclosure which is the text of the Afghan- 
Soviet Economic Cooperation Agreement signed in Moscow 
on April 14. The text was published in the Kabul Times 
on April 21. 

As reported in our reference telegram, the agreement 
seems to be a formalization of existing practices by 
the establishment of a Permanent Inter-Governmental 
Afghan-Soviet Commission for Economic Cooperation. The 
areas of economic and technical cooperation (e.g., Soviet 
assistance) mentioned in the text of the agreement are 
mostly sectors in which the Soviets are now working. 
Contrary to what we were told earlier and reported in the 
reference telegram, cooperation in commercial trade between 
the two countries is also mentioned as a subject for con- 
sideration by the Commission.
